What should be Done. 


Every farmer knows that weeds require 


no cultivation, but.on the contrary, if 


pot kept cut down, they will overrun his 
felde and deetroy the truits of husband- 
ry. Totally without valae, but never. 
theless-often of very sturdy growth. they 
need only the winds to sow them and a 
spot whereia to germinate when they 
spring up in noxious vigor nourished 
alike by sunshine and storm. 
There are social evils of essentially 
the same nature. Like thistles they on- 
ly require to become rooted when they 
flourish in rank Juxuriance simply by 
toleration. Why it is, no one can tell, 
but nature arms them at all points with 
sharp thorns to wound the careless band 
that attempts to touch them, as though 
she sought to defend something of pecu- 
liar valine. They must be cut down and 
burned upon the very spot where they 
grew to thoroughly kill the roots—no 
means less radical wil] ensure their des- 
truction and nothing short of entire era- 
dication will effect a perfect cure. 


- Man poasesses many of the instincts 
of mere animals with something more, 
which stamps him their superior. In all 
that be resembles them he may be disci- 


piined. but, we doubt if he can be im-. 


proved. Cultivation and edueation de- 
velope bis superior moral faculties by 
which the unreasoning passions are, or 
should be. held in subjection. As in the 
Luman mind, as in nature everywhere. 
s0°in social institutions, the aim is. or 
should be, to improve and make pura- 
mount all that experience proves excel- 
lent, and root up all that bas been found 
prolific only of evil. 


Among the many errors that have af- 


flicted society since the world began | 


there are two, which have, always and 
everywhere, produced the same result — 


_ evil unmixed and pure. They are slave- 
ry and polygamy. They are of that rank 


und rapid growth, which characterizes 
wil noxious productions of nature and, 
like them, need the sharp scythe and hot 
fire of political proscription te prevent 
their bringing forth the bitter fruits of 
evil. 

We have all seen and felt the almost 
fatal effects of tolerating slavery—how 
it grew and how malignant it became 
until io its baleful shadow patriotism died 
and treason sprang forth, striking dead- 
ly blows at the nation’s heart. Swept 


down and scorched by the fiery tem- | 


pest of war, mark how lingeriogly it 
dics, bow instinct with malignant life 
seems every fibrous root that the hot be- 
tom of destruction has not reached. In 
North Carolina, where little hostility 
was expected to be eacountered, the aris- 
tecratic slavebolders, with the evidences 
of their defeated t:eason everywhere 
visible, their souls black with premedi- 
tated guilt, cling to the curse with fran- 
tic clutch and dare to ask, nay, almost 
to demand its continuance at the bands 
of the Nation they were recently striv- 
iug to destroy. 

Let us learn a valuable lesson from 
the experience of terribie war and never 


- henceforth be guilty of the weaknees, that 


is tolerant of dangerous evil. Itsbould 
be fdealt with at once and the remedy 
should be quick, sharp and decisive, 
There is a law suppressing the practice 
of polygamy and we call on the Govern- 
ment to enforce its execution bere. Every 
hour that its enforcement lingers, only 
wakes disobedience more defiant. It is 
vain to hope fur the abandonment of the 
evil it was intended to cure without 
constraint.

Hill. The remains of the deceased were 
followed to the grave by nearly all the 
suldiers atationed at Camp Union.— Sac. 
Union, May 11th. 

It is with deep regret that we are call- 
ed upon to chronicle the death of Capt. 
Berry. He served long and well in this 
Territory where he reevirved the wound 
from which we surmise his death finally 
resnited.. He was a volunteer Aide to 
General Connor at the Battle of Bear 
River, concucting himself with the ut- 
most gallantry during the figbt, and be- 
ing sericusly wounded. His hurt waa 
considered by the surgeons almost cer- 
tainly fatal at the time, but he gradually 
recovered sufficient to return to duty 
with the loss of his right arm. But bis 
wound never perfectly healed and we 
doubt not finally caused his death.

oppored to us, as not among the acts of 
legitimate warfare, Lut as property class- 
cd among such acts as the right to put | 
to death, prisoners of war without spe- 
cial cause, and the right to use poisoned 
wenpons and the right to assassinate 
and if persisted in, will justify this Gov- 
ernment in the adoption of a measure 
of retaliation. The endorsement on pa- 
per. go to show, that the resolution was 
read the first and second time and made 
a epecial order for the secret session on 
February 16th, 1864.
